SUPERSTITION : 


Its Injurious Effects.Upon the Hu- 
man Mind. 


NUMBER ONE, 


To be at the same time accurate and 
comprehensive, it is necessary to give 
this word a three-fold definition. 

Superstition is an unworthy 
and low appreciation of the moral at- 
tributes of God, and of His providence 
over this world.

Third, It is a belief in the efficacy of 
fanciful ceremonies in place of scriptur- 
al faith, and reliance on the power and 
beneticence of Almigbty God. 

By the influence of the first, false Gods 
were worshipped. By the influence of 
the second, evil spirits were feared and 
propitiated, and by the influence of the 
third, senseless ceremonies, omens, 
dreams and sacrifices were confided in, 
— than in the great eternal Creator 
of all. 

When by disobedience, the human 
race had incurred the displeasure of 
God, and the withdrawal of the light of 
His countenance, a true knowledge of 
His will and worship gradually faded 
from their minds; thus without that 
light, and given over to their own ims 
aginations, mankind, wandering in 
the mazes of ignorance ard wick- 
edness, became incapable of a 
true appreciation of the sublime at- 
tributes of God, hence,a falling away 
to the worsh?p of inferiur deities, de- 
mons, unclean beasts and reptiles of the 
earth. But the earliest imaginary di- 
vinities were supposed to reside in the 
sun, and other heavenly bodies. 

In the early ages, the human mind 
unguided from above, exerted only its 
infantine powers. Fear, wonder, ad- 
miration, together with a sense of de- 
pendence on some higher power, formed 
the prominent emotions of the soul, in 
looking abroad upon created nature.

adoration of this wonderful exhibition 
of Almighty power. 

The best and earliest aspirations were 
heavyen-ward, because of the benign in- 
fluences derived therefrom.

ts of the nursery. Here the most 
impressions are made and super- 
sti, Ags fenis implanted which dety the 
broac‘ light of reason or true religion 
in matarer years. 

Why? Because the pride of buman 
intellect is not laid down at the footstool 
of Divine Revelation, with child-like 


‘humility, and reliance on the influence 


and unercing wisdom and power of 
God. | 
Hence, this evilinfluence imbibed in 


the nufsery, is found to cloud the minds 


of many among the higher orders of in- 


tellects. 

The exalted genius of a Scott, the 
master mind of a Bacon, and the ruling 
spirit of a Napoleon, yielded to this 
baneful power. 

If all this be true, what an awful rcs 
ov rests upon those who have 
the training of children. 

If we search the pure source of human 
knowledge, the word of God, we find it 
not, save as a forbidden and condemned 
evil. If we look through the books of 
natural and moral philosophy, no trace 
of it is to be found. The books of 
science contuin no proof of its reality 
or inducements to its belief. 

It we look abroad through the ex- 
tensive fields uf created existences, we 
can find nothing to sanction supersti- 
tion. All the works of God praise only 
Him, in plain intelligible language. 
His goodness shines iu the glorious sun, 
the placid moon, the wondrous field of 
stars, the verdant earth, the purling 
streams, the richly foliaged groves, the 
music of zephyrs, the melody of birds, 
the beauty and odor of flowers, the 
mighty rocks and mountains, thunder 
and lightning, hail and suvow, wiater 
and summer, clouds and sunshine, the 
mighty ocean and its myriad inhabi- 
tants, the beasts of the earth, reptiles 
innumerable, all living creatures down 
to the million of minute inhabitants of 
a drop of water, a breath of air. 

All, all celestial and terrestial crea- 
tures proclaim the power, the wisdom, 
the goodness of the Eternal Creator of 
all things. 

And yet, in this enlightened age of

THE ELECTION, AUGUST 7TH. 
The election to be held in this State on 
the first Thursday in August, on the con- 
stitutional amendments, is one of vast im- 
portance to our people. 
It involves vital changes in the organte 
law of the State. 

For the information of voters, we pub- 
lish on our fourth page, and shall keep 
standing until the day of election, the 
clauses in the Constitution proposed to be 
altered, together with the eight amend- 
ments that passed the Legislature by the 
requisite constitutional majority, and 
which are to be submitted to the people for 
approval or rejection, on Thursday. the 
seventh day of August nezt. 

All the amendments proposed are neces- 
sary and important, and those who favor 
them should not fail to vote. 


THE MANNER OF VOTING. 


Ouusternt ingniries are made of us | 


concerning the manner of voting at the 
ensuing election in August. 

For the information of voters, we 
have prepared the following instruc- 
tions: | 

THERE MUST BE EIGHT BOXES. _ 

There are eight amendments in all. 
As they are to be voted on separately, 
the poll-holders must have EIGHT BOXES 
for the ballots. Each box should be 
labeled with a written or printed form, 
specifying the particular amendment to 
be voted on in said box. 

THERE SHOULD BE EIGHT LABELS. 


The following are the eight forms

THE BALLOTS. 


The ballots should be written or 
printed, either with the words “For 
Amendment” or, the words “Against 
Amendment.” 

Persons voting for the amendments 
should use the former, while those vot- 
ing against the amendments the latter. 


THE POLLS. 


Sheriffs must open the polls at the 
several election precincts in their re- 
tive counties on the seyenth day of 
ugust, at eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing and keep them open until seven 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


WHO MAY VOTE. 
Every person qualified to vote accor- 
ding to the Constitution may vote for 
or against each amendment. 


RATIFICATION. 


At the close of the polls, the judges 
of the election shall count out separate- 
ly the number of votes cast for and 
against each amendment, After all the 
returns from each county have been offi- 
cially counted,it will then be ascertained 
which of the amendments have been 
ratified, if any, and which rejected. 
The amendments which receive a ma- 
jority of the popular vote of the State 
will be duly ratified and become then 
a part of the Constitution of North 
Carolina. A partor all of them may 
be either ratified on rejected. 


INCENDIARISM IN NORFOLK. 

The Nortolk Virginian gives a de- 
tailed account of the numerous fires 
which occurred in that city on Saturday 
and Sunday last. 

The fires were six in number and all 
of them broke out within the space of 

twenty-four hours. As soon as one 
could be extinguished, another would 
occur in a different part of the city. So 
frequent were these alarms that a posi- 
tive conyiction fastened itself on the 
minds of many of the citizens that in- 
cendiaries were at work, who were bent 
upon the destruction of the entire city. 
Excitement ran very high and the pop- 
ular indignation has not yet subsided. 
The Virginian says that if the incendi- 
ary fiends are ferreted out, they should 
be hanged to the nearest lamp post. 
We take it this is the general feeling in 
the community. 

It is evident that there was a well 
organized plot to burn up Norfolk 
and that a number of parties are con- 
cerned. 

We sincerely trust that the gui! 
wretches may be arrested at an early 
day and made to expiate their heinous 
crimes against their fellow men and the 
‘laws of their country. 

The losses by the fires of Saturday 
and Sunday are estimated at over two 
hundred thousand dollars. The names 
of the sufferers will be found elsewhere. 

We deeply regret the sad calamity 
which has befallen our sister city, and 
hope that she may soon recover from 
the severe blow inflicted by the hand 
of dastardly incendiarism. 


The Virginian of Monday comments | 


as follows: — 
“The flames have inflicted considera- 


ble damage on one of 
portions of the town, and the general 
regret at this is sharpened by the belief 
that their ravages might have been 
checked had the magnitude of the dan- 
ger which us been fully 
reciated in the beginning. 
. “This, we believe, is the fifth fire 
which has swept that magnificent front, 
and we trust that in restoring the houses, 
whose walls still stand, the experience 
of the past will be turned to good ac- 
count, and a more rational system of 
architecture insisted on by the proper 
authorities. Hereafter no heuse should 


| be built without the adoption of every 


reasonable precaution against fire ; and 
with the grim argument of so many 
blackened walls before us, we will have 
none to ee with us in this opinion. 
Believing that our people are thus 
united in judgment, we trust that the 
painful losses just sustained will not be 
without some compensation, 11 giving 
us better style of architecture, as a guar- 
anty for the future against unnecessary 
loss by fire. 

“It is a curious fact that the Turks, 
and Americans have almost an exclusive 
monopoly of conflagrations, and the 
explanition is easily suggested. The 
imbecile Oriental and the energetic An- 
glo-Saxon both built houses which are 
cheap (?), therefore easily made a prey 
to the flames. When this false economy 


is abandoned—and the Fire Assuran™> 


Companies might G0 much in this al- 
rection by elevating the standard of 
their riske—then, and not until then, 
may we expect to rest secure against 
the disasters which now occur as the re- 
sult of carelessness, or diabolical inten- 
tion. 

“There is one aspect of the recent 
fires, however, upon which we have not 
touched, and we turn to this with un- 
affected pleasure. We sent up the 
Macedonian cry: “Come over and help 
us,” and the naval authorities and the 
gallant firemen of Portsmouth respon- 
ded with heroic wulacrity. Without 
their aid we should have been at the 
mercy of a sea of fire, and we trust that 
the Councils will at once give expres- 
sion to the grateful feelings of our peo- 
ple in a formal acknowledgment of the 
generous service of which we speak.” 


DETECTIVE HESTER IN A NEW 
ROLE. 


The notorious Joseph G. Hester, late 
of this city, formerly a Detective of the 
United States Government, and who 
was appointed by President Grant last 
winter Minister to Santiago, has turned 
up at Vienna as a vender of soda water! 

Hester has an unenviable notoriety in 
this State asa Government emp’ ye ; 
but his grandest achievement in his 
capacity as a Detective and the one that 
gave him a national reputation, was his 
capture of Dr. Bratton on Canadian 
soil, whom he afterwards drugged and 
handcuffed, before conveying him to 
the United States. Hester’s conduct 
being in violation of the extradition 
treaty, Dr. Bratton was subsequently 
released by the Government, on demand

ter in invading foreign soi! and drag- 
ging thence an American citizen with- 
out warrant of authority or law, Grant 
gave him a foreign appointment. 

Instead of attending to his his very 
grave and important duties as American 
Minister at the Court of Santiago, the 
quondam Detective is doing a driving 
business in soda water at Vienna. 

As Van Buren, the Commissioner at 
large from the United States to the 
Vienna Expo3ition, has been relieved 
from duty on account of charges pre- 
ferred against him by Minister Jay, for 
complicity in the Americo-Vienna 
scandal, and is therefore unemployed, 
would it not be well to engage the said 
late Commissioner at large, during his 
leisure moments, to institute a Court of 
Inquiry, to determine whether or not it 
is derogatory to the dignity and char- 
acter of the Government of the United 
States for one of its accredited Ministers 
to a foreign court to carry on a “driving 
business in soda and other waters” at 
Vienna, Curing the great Exposition— 
thousands of miles from his post of 
duty and honor ? 

This would form a very interesting 
subject for investigation and might 
serve to while away the spare moments 
of Gen. Van Buren, whuse duties have 
not been urgent since his deposition 
from office. 

We throw out the suggestion for what 
it is worth.

North Carolina. 


Op Fort, McDowEtt Co.,N.C.,

I 

have seen mo ‘than half the railroads 

in the U. 8. I know of none that have 

had such a persistent and constant war- 

fare with nature. From Salisbury 

to this place,a distance of one hundred 

and fourteen m‘'es, more cubic yards 
of earth have | :en removed than in the 
construction 0 the first thousand miles 

ot the Pac c Railroad. I question if 
there is six miles of the road that is not 

either a cut through the hills or a file 
between them. It I were askedl what 

design nature hadin view in making 

this country so immensely rough and 

hilly, a coostant succession of high bills 

or deep valleys,I could give no better an- 
swer than that of preventing men from 
building a railroad through it. But 
map has set nature at defiance and has 

constructed a road this far, and done 
very much towards its completion to 
Asheville. I have gone carefully over 
the portion lying between this point and 
the top of the Blue Ridge, a distance of 
six or seven miles; the greater portion 

of the work has been accomplished and 
it is simply herculean. I know nothing 
of its cost, or whether the money ap- 
propriated has been wisely expended, 
but the sam work could not be done 
over again for less than $160,000 per 
mile. Within a single mile are six mas- 
sive stone bridges of the vei y best work- 
manship, some of them more than 40 
feet in height, immense embankments, 
tunnels and deep cuts frequently of solid 
rock. 

Old Fort was originally an outpost 
built by the early Colonial government 
as a defence against the Indians, it prob- 
ably was merely a stockade, as all trace 
of it has long since) disappeared, the 
“oldest inhabitants” carn only point out 
its location. The present settlement is 
entirely new and contains but a few 
dwellings, but these are of a better cless 
than are usually fouad in the mountains, 
An excellent hotel kept by Mr. Joseph 
Burgin, is the temporary stopping place 
for all passengers going over the moun- 
tains; it is pleasantly situated,the rooms 
large and airy, the table most bounti- 
fully spread, and the charges unreasona- 
bly tow. We have a yery pleasant 
company, and with nightly hops, moun- 
tain rambles and the most agreeable in- 
tercourse, the time passes pleasantly 
away. The applications for board are 
very numerous, and a half adozen boar- 
ding houses could be filled in a week. 

The principal crop raised in this 
vicinity ie cora, the river bottems are 
everywhore covered with it, ard usually 
it looks very fine ; the bottoms are the 
only lands that are cultivated, the hills 
beingentirely too steep for such purposes; 
but few of them have ever been cleared 
of the orignal forest,and in most in- 
stances it is simply impossible to do so. 
Along the ravines the trees are of im- 
mense size, consisting of chestnut oak, 
beech, black walnut, and hemlock; they 
affurd some pasturage for cattle, but the 
undergrowth istoo dense to permit 
much of it to grow, and if it didI do 
dot see how it would be possible for 
cattle to ascend them. The cattle usu- 
ally are larger and finer than they are in 
the central portion of the State, but it 
is more owing to a cooler and better 
atmosphere, deligiitful shades, and en- 
tire freedom from flies, ticks and other 
torments than to better pasturage, for it 
is not here, a* least I have failed to find 
it. I haveseen some splendid timothy 
and clover in the vicinity, and all these 
bottems would produce the grasses in 
the greatest luxuriance, and the sooner 
the owners turn their attention to it the 
better. All grain producing people are 
poor, and ¢.o'v poorer from the exhaus- 
tion of the -oil which must necessarily 
follow. All grass producing people are 
rich, or become so from the increased 
fertility of the soil, which raising of 
cattle must necesssrily give, and this as- 
sertion will hold good whether it is ap- 
plied to New England, Ohio or Texas, 
Carolina or Minnesota. 

To the student of nature these moun- 
tains present a most interesting study. 
Prof. Aggazis,who proposes to visit them 
next year,will find among them the most 
abundant evidence of his theory of drift 
and glacial action. They are wholly 
unlike any other mountains that I have 
ever seen, and their natural fertility is 
surprising ; but few rocks appear, and 
they are covered with an undergrowth 
so dense that 1t is almost impossible to 
penetrate it. If they could be cleared 
of this dense undergrowth, clover and 
timothy would grow to their very sum- 
mits, and they would make the fines. 
sheep walks in America. I do not 
know that this could be done, but if 
they were in New England I think the 
experiment would have been tried long 
days ago. | 

We are arranging a party to ascend 
the Black Mountain or Mitchell’s Peak 
sometime during the week. The mica 
mines in Mitchell county will be visited, 
after which we wili go over the moun- 
tains to Asheville. We are secking 
health, pastame and recreation. Where- 
ever easiest found we will take up our 
quarters. G.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 


In order that the people may vote un- 
‘derstancingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 


FIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 
The present Constitution in Article J, 


lows : 
“Sec, 6. To maintain the honor and 
faith of the State untarnished, 


before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable and never be 
qnestioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec. 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or im ied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 


ding the word “but,” so that the 


read : 

“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 


Another alteration in regard to the 


Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 
“Sec. 4, The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on | 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and‘the sum thus realized 


shall be set apart as a 
e pu 


he debt.”. 
So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken out and the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 
‘SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart~ 
ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be

Constitution, thus abolishing that 
office. 
THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 


CENSUS. 
In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 

“See. 5. An enumeration of the in- 
Liubiiauts of the State shall be taken 
under the direction of the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five, and at the end 
of every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
‘by the General Assem))|y, after the first 
session after the return oi every erume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and _ shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shal! at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
‘‘as aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read: 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 

turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excludin 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The object of this amendment is to 


do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationa! 
Government. 

FourtTu: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXATION. 

The present Constitution, Article V‘ 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“ Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo. 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus- 
ter, household and kitchen furniture, 
the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
ments for mechanics and farmers, libra- 
ries and scientific instruments, to a value 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.” 

The amendment proposes to change 


this section by inserting after the word

The present Constitution, Article IX, 
has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 

“Sec. 5. The University of North

The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu} 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu-

“Sec, 5. The Gencral Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the ‘appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees, These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 
., SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL AsSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article IT 


Legislative Department, provides as fol 
lows: | 

“ Sec. 2. The Senate and House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
ioserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend - 


ed shall read : 

“Sec, 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
Ill, insorta the word hiennially,” 


in reference to the requirement of the 
ty to the Gen-| 


eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 

commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH : IN RELATION TO THE CoDE 
CoMMISSION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, and 
the Convention shall provide for the 
Commissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.” 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, Article 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That offi- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall held 
any Office or are of trust or profit under 
the United 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall hold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust : 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, ‘That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes,” 

There were eighteen amendments 
originally proposed, but the eight 


above specified were all that passed the | 5 


General Assembly by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 


rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote mays vote 
for or against each amendment, with 
a written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The gmendments that 
receive a majority of the popular vote 
will be duly ratified. A partorall of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
